It was indeed gratify­ 
ing to cast, crew and direc­ 
tor when, during final cur­ 
tain calls, the audiences 
shouted "Bravo" amid the 
tumultuous applause and 
demanded numerous curtain 
calls of the cast.

Presenting a drama Is a 
difficult task in itself, as it 
always seerrus easier to do a 
comedy, but in this case, 
there is so much opportun­ 
ity for each actor to give of 
himself completely, that the 
challenge alone is most wel­ 
comed. Margaret Middleton 
of Redondo Beach portrays 
the mother Louise with all 
the intended frustrated de­ 
sires and emotions that can 
possibly be assembled. Not 
only does she receive the 
sympathy of the audience, 
but also incurs their resent­ 
ment in the latter part of the 
play.

and poise enables her to 
smoothly portray her role a§ 
th<* nagging wife and dotting 
mother who rambles inces­ 
santly in frustrated nervous­ 
ness.

€d father and husband, and 
ts most convincing and im- 
pressive in his performance. 
T>aly couldn't quite escape 
the vein of comedy as the 
caustic and sarcastic head of 
the household who is HO mis* 
understood by his family, as 
his dialogue enables him to 
Impart many quips which 
are most timely and laugh- 
provoking.
